My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1942. 

This  is  in  very  abbreviated  form  owing  to  the  reasons  stated  in 
my  last  Report,  but  contains  such  statistics  and  references  as  are 
necessary  to  assess  the  Health  of  the  County  population  and  the  degree 
of  maintenance  of  the  County  Health  Services. 

I  am,  happily,  able  to  report  a  generally  satisfactory  state  of 
health  in  the  County,  and  perusal  of  the  Report  will  show  definite 
evidence  of  this  in  the  vital  statistics  and  the  paragraphs  dealing  with 
them. 


This  is,  of  course,  a  relative  statement  by  reference  to  pre-War 
years  and  to  statistics  for  the  Country  as  a  whole. 

A  truly  satisfactory  state  of  health  is  still  an  objective  for  con¬ 
tinued  and  persistent  future  endeavour  in  many  fields,  but  clearly  it 
may  be  said  that  the  omens  are  good. 

The  New  Humanity  permeates  public  utterance  with  a  reiteration 
which  must  delight  the  spirits  of  Charles  Kingsley,  Chadwick,  Simon, 
and  other  enlightened  reformers  of  the  past. 

Research  leads  steadily  onward  to  new  knowledge  ;  public 
education,  though  slowly,  prepares  the  ground  for  progress  ;  amelior¬ 
ative  or  preventive  social  services  are  in  the  van  of  all  reconstruction 
proposals. 

However,  at  the  stage  which  we  have  reached  our  County  Health  is 
remarkably  good,  especially  taking  into  consideration  the  current 
circumstances  of  the  year  1942. 

The  anxiety  felt  with  regard  to  probable  setbacks  in  connection 
with  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease  under  current  conditions  has 
been,  so  far,  in  this  County,  mitigated  by  actual  experience. 

The  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  after  increasing  in 
1940  and  1941,  showed  a  decline  in  1942,  and  the  death  rate  in  1942 
was  the  second  lowest  recorded  for  the  area. 
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Whilst  Venereal  Disease  as  assessed  by  Treatment  Centre  returns 
showed  an  increase  in  1939  over  the  experience  of  1938,  there  were 
decreases  in  1940  and  1941.  The  figures  for  1942  are  still  lower  than 
those  for  1938.  This,  of  course,  takes  no  cognisance  of  “  Service  ” 
infections. 

In  the  sphere  of  prevention  of  disease  good  progress  was  made  in 
the  immunisation  of  children  and  infants  against  Diphtheria,  full 
details  of  which  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

Schemes  under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  were  also  more  fully 
developed. 

The  County  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  co-operated  in  both  these 
Services  to  as  great  a  degree  as  was  possible  without  seriously  reducing 
their  important  normal  functions,  and  arrangements  were  made  to 
provide  premises  in  connection  with  immunisation  sessions  and 
cleansing  operations  where  necessary. 

The  great  bulk  of  this  work  was  carried  through  by  the  County 
District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  their  Staffs,  and  much  credit 
is  due  to  them  for  the  considerable  progress  made  at  a  time  when  many 
other  additional  Services  demanded  their  attention. 

The  arrangements  for  providing  skilled  surgical  assistance  for 
cases  suffering  from  Diseases  of  the  Chest  were  developed  further 
during  the  year,  both  in  respect  of  tuberculous  and  non-tuberculous 
conditions. 

A  welcome  measure  of  co-operation  between  City  and  County 
Authorities  resulted  in  mutual  arrangements  whereby  all  tuberculous 
cases  from  City  or  County  were  treated  at  the  County  Public  Health 
Hospital  at  Kilton  Hill,  Worksop  (after  admission  to  and  investigation 
at  the  City  or  the  County  Sanatorium)  and  all  non-tuberculous  cases 
from  City  or  County  at  the  City  Hospital,  Nottingham. 

The  surgeon  in  either  case  was  Mr.  G.  A.  Mason,  F.R.C.S. 

Progress  was  made  in  the  erection  of  the  new  buildings  at  the 
County  Sanatorium,  which  include  a  new  Hospital  Block,  complete 
with  operating  theatre,  X-ray  department,  laboratories,  and  other 
necessary  adjuncts,  at  which,  when  completed,  the  Thoracic  Surgery 
for  all  tuberculous  cases  will  be  carried  out  instead  of  at  the  County 
Hospital,  Worksop. 

In  connection  with  the  County  Hospital  and  Institution  Service 
generally  an  Almoner  Scheme  was  started  during  the  year  by  the 
appointment  of  Miss  R.  D.  Evans,  a  trained  Almoner,  who  visits  all 
the  Hospitals  in  rotation. 

This  is,  of  course,  a  somewhat  novel  arrangement  compared  with 
the  usual  Almonry  Service  of  single  large  Hospitals,  but  there  un¬ 
doubtedly  are  many  social  problems  affecting  the  patients  in  a 
scattered  County  Hospital  Service  which  require  and  deserve  sym¬ 
pathetic  and  skilled  solution  and  which  hitherto  have  been  nobody’s 
specific  concern. 
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Health  Education,  and  particularly  its  Social  Hygiene  branch, 
experienced  drastic  change  during  the  year,  when  the  functions  of  the 
British  Social  Hygiene  Council  were  transferred  to  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education. 

Our  own  County  Branch  of  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council, 
which,  led  by  Dr.  Mary  Collis,  had  done  some  grand  work  over  a  period 
of  seven  years,  was  disbanded. 

In  order  to  secure  continuity  of  function  a  new  Committee  was 
established,  constituted  of  representatives  of  the  County  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committee,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee,  and  the  Education  Committee,  together  with  members  of 
the  late  County  Branch  of  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council,  in¬ 
cluding  Dr.  Mary  Collis  and  Dr.  Isabel  Heath. 

Under  this  Committee  Health  Education  work  has  been  main¬ 
tained,  special  emphasis,  under  present  conditions,  having  been  given 
to  Social  Hygiene,  and  Anti-Venereal-Disease  instruction. 

Factory  meetings  have  been  held  on  a  considerable  scale  and 
addresses  and  demonstrations  have  been  given  to  members  of  Youth 
Organisations. 

The  issue  of  posters  and  leaflets  under  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Anti-Venereal-Disease  Campaign  has  also  been  carried  out  extensively. 

The  various  Emergency  Services,  Civil  Defence,  the  E.M.S.,  the 
Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  the  Emergency  Maternity  Home,  and  the 
planning  of  Day  Nurseries,  have  all  continued  as  somewhat  major 
pre-occupations,  but  more  time  has  been  available  than  hitherto  since 
the  onset  of  war  for  devotion  to  more  normal  Services. 

I  wish  to  commend  for  special  notice  the  admirable  way  in  which 
the  Department’s  Staff  have  responded  to  all  calls,  despite  considerable 
depletion  and  dilution.  Essential  work  has  been  done,  Services  have 
been  maintained,  and  much  volunteer  effort  has  been  contributed  in  a 
fine  spirit  of  steady  devotion.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1942,  together  with  those 
for  the  previous  year  for  comparison,  are  shown  in  tabular  form  below. 


Generally  the  figures  present  a  very  satisfactory  picture,  the  most 
noteworthy  features  being  the  general  Death  Rate  of  10.2  which  is  the 
second  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  ;  the  birth  rate  of  18.0  which  is  the 
highest  since  1928  ;  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  48  per  thousand 
live  births,  the  second  lowest  ever  recorded,  and  the  Death  Rate  from 
all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  (0.51)  which  is  the  same  as  in  1939,  when  it 
was  the  lowest  ever  recorded.

BIRTHS. 

Eight  thousand,  six  hundred  and  fifty-nine  live  births  were 
registered  in  the  County  during  1942,  giving  a  rate  of  18.0  (1941,  16.1), 
which  is  the  highest  since  1928. 

Males  exceeded  females  by  301. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  “Special  Area”  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  was  3,456  and  the  rate  16.8,  compared 
with  14.9  for  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  in  the  County  was 
442,  giving  a  rate  of  0.92  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  51.1  per 
thousand  registered  live  births.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births 
has  shown  a  steady  increase  from  261  in  1939,  287  in  1940,  339  in  1941, 
to  the  present  figure  of  442.  As  Dr.  Stocks  has  pointed  out,  this 
increase  should  be  viewed  in  the  light  of  current  abnormal  circumstances, 
which  prevent  many  of  the  acts  of  legitimisation  which  would  normally 
take  place. 
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DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1942  was  4,904  (2,560 
males  and  2,344  females),  giving  a  rate  of  10.2  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  rate  is  the  seeond  lowest  ever  recorded, 
and  compares  with  11.1  for  the  previous  year. 

The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1942  was  11.6 
(1941,  12.9).

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  per  thousand  live  births  for  the  whole 
County  was  2.31  (1941,  3.20)  and  in  the  County  Council  “Special  Area” 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  1.45  (1941,  3.13). 

The  rate  for  Puerperal  Sepsis  only  per  thousand  live  births  for  the 
whole  County  was  0.12.  No  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  occurred  in 
the  “  Special  Area  ”  during  the  year. 
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The  maternal  mortality  rate  per  thousand  total  (live  and  still) 
births  was  2.22  (1941,  3.09)  for  the  whole  County  and  1.40  (1941,  3.04) 
in  the  “Special  Area,”  compared  with  2.01  (194-1,  2.23)  for  England 
and  Wales. 

For  Puerperal  Sepsis  only  the  rates  per  thousand  total  (live  and 
still)  births  were,  whole  County  0.11,  and  England  and  Wales,  0.42. 

The  total  number  of  maternal  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  County 
was  twenty,  one  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  nineteen  from  other  causes.

The  treatment  carried  out  for  these  toddlers  consisted  mainly  of 
the  extraction  of  aching  or  septic  “  milk  ”  teeth.  In  certain  instances, 
however,  it  was  considered  desirable  to  insert  metal  filings  in  small 
cavities  in  molar  teeth,  forty-five  such  fillings  being  inserted  during 
the  year. 

Condition  of  Cleanliness  of  Pre-School  Children. 

In  Circular  2831,  received  in  August,  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
called  attention  to  the  importance  of  cleanliness  and  freedom  from 
vermin  as  affecting  the  younger  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
invited  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  comment  on  the  matter  in  their 
next  Annual  Report. 
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For  many  years  now  the  County  Health  Visiting  Staff  have  been 
so  organised  as  to  regard  the  family  unit  as  a  whole  and  they  have  in 
consequence  dealt  with  the  school  child  and  the  pre-school  child  in  this 
question  of  cleanliness  with  equal  attention. 

It  has  normally  been  found,  in  this  area,  that  the  pre-school  child 
has  been  maintained  clean  and  free  from  vermin  to  a  considerably 
better  degree  than  the  school  child,  contrary  to  the  bindings  of  Kenneth 
Mellanby  in  his  Survey. 

A  recent  enquiry  from  Health  Visitors  confirms  this  position  and 
reveals  a  percentage  verminous  contamination  of  1.7,  compared  with 
6  to  7  per  cent,  in  the  school  girl  population  and  1.4  per  cent,  amongst 
school  boys. 

All  Health  Visitors  report  that  there  has  been  improvement  in 
the  maintenance  of  the  pre-school  child,  despite  current  parental 
pre-occupations  and  difficulties. 

There  is  still  the  problem,  as  there  is  and  always  has  been  in  the 
school  child  population,  of  the  chronic  defaulting  family  ;  but  these 
are  fortunately  relatively  few,  though  also  relatively  difficult  to  convert 
to  better  standards. 


Child  Life  Protection. 

The  number  of  children’s  names  on  the  register  on  1st  January, 
1942,  was  thirty-one.  The  names  of  twenty-two  children  were  removed 
and  twenty  names  were  added  to  the  register  during  1942,  leaving  a 
total  of  twenty-nine  names  on  the  register  on  31st  December,  1942. 


Midwives  Act,  1936. 

The  number  of  whole-time  County  Midwives  and  District  Nurse 
Midwives  employed  at  the  end  of  1942  was  fifty -three  and  sixty -four 
respectively,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Particulars  were  given  in  my  previous  Report  of  the  work  under¬ 
taken,  in  co-operation  with  the  County  District  Councils,  in  connection 
with  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  campaign. 
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The  same  policy  was  actively  pursued  throughout  the  year  under 
review  the  actual  work  of  immunisation  being  undertaken  by  the 
County  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  whilst  the  County  Council 
provided  effective  co-operation  by  allowing  the  use  of  School,  Clinic 
and  Centre  premises  and  affording  the  practical  assistance  of  the 
Medical  and  Outdoor  Nursing  Staffs. 

Propaganda  work  in  the  homes  and  by  the  distribution  of  literature 
was  carried  out  by  the  Nursing  Staff,  posters  and  pamphlets  were 
supplied  to  Centres  and  Clinics  and  full  use  was  made  of  the  Services 
of  Head  Teachers  to  bring  home  to  parents  the  value  of  immunisation. 

'  In  an  endeavour  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  a  higher  proportion 
of  children  under  five  years  of  age  a  conference  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  of  the  Autonomous  Authorities  in  the  County,  which  was 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  was  held  in 
October.  During  the  same  month  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses 
were  instructed  temporarily  to  relax  routine  visiting  and  to  concentrate 
on  the  following  up  of  parents  who  had  not  accepted  the  offer  of  im¬ 
munisation  for  their  children,  especially  those  under  five  years  of  age. 

Statistics  taken  from  the  returns  submitted  by  the  County  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  indicate  that  at  the  end  of  1942  the 
estimated  numbers  of  children  in  the  whole  County  were  as  follows  : —

As  regards  the  County  Council  “  Special  Area’  for  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  fifty-two  per  cent,  of  the  estimated  number  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age  had  been  immunised  at  the  end  of  1942. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  in  children  under  sixteen 
notified  in  the  Whole  County  during  the  year  was  109.  Of  these  the 
number  of  instances  in  which  the  child  was  known  to  have  completed 
immunisation  not  less  than  twelve  weeks  before  the  onset  of  the  disease 
was  twenty-six. 
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Of  eleven  fatal  cases  of  diphtheria  in  children  under  sixteen  which 
occurred  during  the  year  one  child  only  was  reported  as  having  com¬ 
pleted  immunisation  not  less  than  twelve  weeks  before  the  onset  of  the 
disease.

Scabies  Order,  1941. 

Following  upon  the  introduction  of  the  Scabies  Order  on  the  28th 
October,  1941,  instructions  were  issued  in  the  following  month  to  the 
Medical  and  Outdoor  Nursing  Staffs  that  all  cases  of  Scabies  or  serious 
verminous  infestation  among  School  or  pre-School  Children  should  be 
immediately  reported  to  the  appropriate  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
County  Districts,  whilst  in  December  of  the  same  year  sanction  was 
obtained  for  the  use  of  the  Civil  Defence  Cleansing  Centres,  for  which 
the  County  Council  are  responsible,  by  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities 
free  of  charge  on  condition  that  such  use  did  not  interfere  with  the 
proper  functioning  of  the  Cleansing  Centres  in  the  event  of  emergency 
and  subject  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  providing  towels,  dis¬ 
infectants  and  other  equipment  necessary  for  their  cleansing  operations. 
The  Cleansing  Stations,  including  the  Cleansing  Sections  attached  to 
First  Aid  Posts,  were  brought  into  use  for  this  purpose  in  January, 
1942. 

During  the  same  month  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  agreed 
in  principle  that  the  cleansing  and  disinfestation  facilities  at  County 
Institutions  should  be  made  available  for  use  by  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authorities  on  application  and  on  terms  to  be  agreed. 

In  February,  1942,  a  Conference  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
County  Districts  was  convened  and  this  was  attended  by  representatives 
of  the  Regional  Medical  Staff. 

As  a  result,  in  order  to  avoid  overlapping  of  activities,  a  common 
policy  was  adopted  for  the  area  of  the  Administrative  County,  the 
function  of  the  County  Council  being  to  ensure  that  all  cases  of  Scabies 
or  of  serious  verminous  contamination  found  in  children  and  in  adults 
during  the  course  of  Home  Visiting  were  duly  notified  to  the  Local 
Sanitary  Authorities  who  would  be  responsible  for  the  actual  treatment 
and  cleansing  and  any  necessary  action  in  the  home.  Further  co¬ 
operation  by  the  County  Council  Outdoor  Nursing  Staff  was  afforded 
in  following-up  work  in  the  homes  and  in  the  actual  work  of  treatment 
and  cleansing  under  the  direction  of  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
insofar  as  pre-arranged  appointments  allowed. 
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The  question  of  co-operation  between  County  Districts  in  order 
to  make  the  fullest  possible  use  of  the  facilities  available  for  disin¬ 
festation  were  explored  and  arrangements  made  for  the  only  three 
Districts  without  faciltities  to  be  afforded  access  to  plants  in  other 
Areas — Bingham  Rural  District  at  West  Bridgford  and  the  Arnold 
and  Carlton  Urban  Districts  at  the  Basford  County  Institution  which 
is  owned  by  the  County  Council. 

Arrangements  were  also  formulated  for  Hospital  Treatment  to 
be  afforded,  where  necessary,  in  the  Kilton  Hill  County  Hospital  and 
the  County  Institutions  and  subsequently  the  County  Council  decided 
that  all  such  Hospital  treatment  should  be  free  of  charge  to  patients 
or  liable  relatives  or  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  as  from  the  date 
of  the  Scabies  Order,  1941.  Later,  however,  it  was  found  desirable 
to  limit  such  periods  of  treatment  at  the  cost  of  the  County  Council 
and  on  the  8th  July,  1943,  instructions  were  issued  that  the  maximum 
period  of  hospital  treatment  for  which  no  charge  should  be  made  would 
in  future  be  fourteen  days. 

In  order  to  overcome  the  transport  problem  in  instances  in  which 
it  was  necessary  to  convey  persons  from  their  homes  to  distant  Cleansing 
Stations  authority  was  obtained  for  the  use  of  Civil  Defence  vehicles 
for  this  purpose  in  March,  1942,  a  charge  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities 
of  sixpence  per  mile  being  fixed  for  this  service. 

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  in  the  County  as  ascertained 
from  returns  submitted  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  County 
Districts  and  information  in  the  Office  was  2,483  (1,853  or  74.6  per 
cent,  in  Urban  Districts  and  630  or  25.4  per  cent,  in  Rural  Districts). 
Of  these  2,370  or  95.4  per  cent,  were  reported  to  have  been  treated. 

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
of  County  Districts  by  County  Council  Staff  during  1942  was  1,176. 
Of  these  749  or  63.7  per  cent,  occurred  in  Urban  Districts  and  427 
or  36.3  per  cent,  in  Rural  Districts. 

During  the  period  from  the  28th  October,  1941,  to  the  31st 
December,  1942,  the  number  of  cases  afforded  in-patient  treatment 
at  the  cost  of  the  County  Council  was  fifty -one.

TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1942,  the  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis 
was  244,  200  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  forty-four  from  other 
Forms,  and  was  the  second  lowest  total  ever  recorded. 

The  Pulmonary  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  0.42 
for  the  County  compared  with  0.54  for  England  and  Wales,  whilst  the 
rate  for  all  forms  was  0.51  for  the  County  and  0.66  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  rate  of  0.51  for  all  forms  is  the  same  as  in  1939,  when  it  was  the 
lowest  ever  recorded.

Extra  Nourishment. 

Cod  liver  oil  and  allowances  of  extra  milk  are  distributed  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  as  strictly  as  possible 
from  a  treatment  standpoint  and  not  as  a  measure  of  relief. 

Fourteen  patients  were  granted  extra  nourishment  in  this  way 
during  1942  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £56.

The  work  of  the  Nottingham  and  Nottinghamshire  Association 
for  the  Prevention  of  Consumption,  who  carry  out  after-care  work  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council,  receiving  a  grant  at  the  rate  of  £200  per 
annum,  has  been  fully  described  in  previous  Annual  Reports.  The 
number  of  cases  who  applied  or  were  referred  to  the  Association  during 
the  year  1942  was  159. 

New  Cases  and  Mortality.

Institutional  Care. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Ransom  Sanatorium  received  from  Dr.  E,  Firth,  the  Medical 
Superintendent ; — 
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The  Ransom  Sanatorium. 

“  During  1942  the  life  of  the  Sanatorium  continued  on  much  the 
same  general  lines  as  in  previous  years. 

Special  measures  such  as  Artificial  Pneumothorax,  Phrenic  nerve 
operations  and  the  major  operations  of  Thoracoplasty  are  used  when¬ 
ever  indicated  and  have  come  to  be  accepted  by  the  majority  of  patients 
as  almost  part  of  the  routine  treatment  of  their  disease. 

Shortage  of  staff,  both  nursing  and  domestic,  has  been  a  major 
problem  and  shows  little  sign  of  being  solved  ;  the  fear  of  infection  is 
still  an  important  causal  factor  in  the  low  recruitment  rate  and  it 
cannot  be  stated  too  often  that  such  fear  is  unfounded. 

The  offices  of  the  new  Administration  Block  were  occupied  in 
November,  but  progress  on  the  remainder  of  this  Block  and  the 
Clinical  Block  was  painfully  slow. 

The  Sanatorium  gardens  continue  to  provide  all  the  potatoes 
required  and  almost  all  the  other  vegetables  ;  in  addition,  as  our 
contribution  to  the  Nation’s  War  effort  on  the  food  front,  we  brought 
into  cultivation  two  derelict  fields  and  grew  a  fine  crop  of  oats  with 
which  to  feed  the  fowls  and  so  provide  ourselves  with  eggs. 

Mr.  Mason  continued  his  valuable  work  as  Consulting  Thoracic 
Surgeon.  The  actual  operations  were  carried  out  at  the  Kilton  Hill 
County  Hospital  as  in  previous  years. 

The  number  of  operations  performed  is  given  on  page  9,  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year  seven  Bronchoscopies  were 
undertaken.  Most  of  these  were  carried  out  on  patients  admitted  to 
the  Sanatorium  for  observation  and  suspected  of  having  cancer  of 
the  lung. 

Treatment  by  Artificial  Pneumothorax  was  undertaken  when¬ 
ever  indicated.  It  was  attempted  on  twenty- five  patients  and  was 
successful  in  twenty-one  instances. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  in  patients  and  out  patients 
having  refills  was  eighty-eight  and  in  all  1,512  refills  were  given. 

The  number  of  patients  having  this  treatment  shows  an  increase 
of  twelve  on  the  previous  year,  but  the  number  of  refills  has  decreased 
by  224  ;  this  is  because  the  average  patient  requires  fewer  refills  after 
the  first  twelve  to  eighteen  months  of  treatment. 


Statistics. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1942,  518  patients  have 
received  treatment.  Of  these  159  were  in  residence  on  31st  December, 
1941,  and  their  treatment  extended  into  1942.

There  have  been  359  admissions,  153  men,  151  women  and 
fifty  five  children  (thirty-four  Pulmonary  and  twenty-one  Non- 
Pulmonary).  There  were  358  discharges  during  the  year.  There  were 
160  patients  in  residence  on  the  last  day  of  the  year.

(1).  Sherwood  Village  Settlement. 

Particulars  of  the  progress  made  during  the  year  are  recorded  in 
the  following  Report  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  :  — 

“  The  big  event  of  the  year  was  the  occupation  of  the  first  six 
houses  by  the  married  settlers.  This  took  place  at  the  end  of  January, 
and  so  far  has  been  an  unqualified  success.  The  houses  are  of  excellent 
design  and  have  a  large  living  room,  kitchen,  three  bedrooms, 
bathroom,  etc. 

In  December  the  Hostel  for  male  unmarried  settlers  was  almost 
ready  for  occupation,  and  a  Warden  had  been  appointed,  his  wife 
being  employed  in  the  capacity  of  Cook-housekeeper.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  follow  the  course  of  this  venture  into  communal  life, 
but  with  goodwill  on  all  sides  it  should  be  as  successful  as  the  houses. 

Workshop. 

Until  June  production  still  consisted  of  toys  and  domestic  hardware 
made  from  unseasoned  English  hardwood  ;  our  products  were  not 
wholly  satisfactory  and  it  was  decided  to  reorganise  the  workshop. 
A  start  was  made  in  June  on  the  manufacture  of  children’s  cots,  and 
we  were  able  to  obtain  supplies  of  seasoned  timber  for  this  work.  The 
change  over  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the  help  given  to  us  by  a  manu¬ 
facturer  of  similar  cots,  and  his  guidance  has  been  invaluable  to  us  in 
this  new  type  of  production. 
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We  are  now  turning  out  cots  of  excellent  construction  and  appear 
ance,  and  they  are  in  good  demand.  In  order  to  speed  up  production 
it  was  necessary  to  build  a  new  paint  spraying  shop,  and  this  work  was 
carried  out  by  the  settlers. 

The  average  number  of  settlers  employed  in  this  workshop  through¬ 
out  the  year  was  eleven. 

Painting. 

Four  settlers  have  been  kept  fully  employed  throughout  the  year, 
and  their  work  has  been,  as  always,  of  first-class  quality.

Poultry. 

No  change  in  policy  has  taken  place  and  in  spite  of  the  continued 
difficulties  in  the  supply  of  feeding  stuffs  we  have  kept  our  stocks  at 
the  same  level  as  last  year. 

One  settler  is  kept  fully  employed  in  this  section. 

General. 

During  the  year  two  settlers  had  to  leave  because  of  continued 
ill  health,  but  if  the  type  of  case  we  accept  for  settlement  is  taken 
into  consideration  this  figure  is  not  excessive. 

Our  object  has  been  to  accept,  as  far  as  possible,  only  those  men 
who  could  not  take  on  work  in  ordinary  industry,  and  with  the  most 
careful  selection  from  this  class  there  is  bound  to  be  a  proportion  who 
cannot  manage  continuous  work  even  under  our  special  conditions.” 

(2).  Domiciliary  Assistance. 

In  order  to  ensure,  as  far  as  practicable,  that  tuberculous  patients 
and  their  families  should  not  lack  sufficient  means  with  which  to 
maintain  a  standard  of  living  suited  to  their  special  needs,  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  have  continued  to  give  special  consideration 
to  the  needs  of  tuberculous  patients  and  arrangements  are  in  operation 
whereby  the  Public  Assistance  Officer  and  his  Staff  are  systematically 
notified  of  such  cases.
